THE 1950 WINNING ORATION 


BACK TO GOD 

The year 1950 brings to a close the first half of the twentieth cen¬ 
tury. A retrospect of the past fifty years reveals some startling facts 
in the religious life of the peoples of America. It divides itself into 
a positive and negative period, each consisting of twenty-five years. 

In 1900 the hub of the social life of America was the church. The 
Bible was a cherished book, not only in the church but in the homes 
of each community both city and country. Prayer in the home, at the 
table, and in the parlor where each member spoke freely to their Hea¬ 
venly Father was not the unusual but the usual. 

The term Modernist was as unfamiliar as Fundamentalist is today. 
Every word of both the New and Old Testaments was accepted as re¬ 
vealed truth from God. Men such as Dwight L. Moody and Billy Sunday 
were endued with power from on high enabling them to make the stories 
and truths of the Scriptures live. 

We see this period at its pivoting point in 1925 at the Scopes trial 
in Dayton, Tennessee. Two contestants, one for Science, Clarence 
Darrow, and one for God, William Jennings Bryant. It was a clashing 
of religious faith and the then existing laws of science. Ihe outcome 
would mark America either Fundamental or Modern. 

The dire results are seen in the period from 1925 to 1950. I he 
Protestant Church swung from a Bible believing body to a philosophi¬ 
cal system. The old black bound Book was kept, but the person of 
that Book was rejected or looked upon as a moral teacher. 

God’s Word was no longer the source of sermons, but plays, novels, 
and politics became the preacher’s message. Science was used to 
destroy the infallibility of the Bible in the minds of America’s youth. 
The outcome was that the picture of man in the early chapters of Paul’s 
epistle to the Romans became a living reality on the streets of our 
towns and cities. 

When the last pages of this century’s history are written, what 
place will God hold in this nation? 

There are three avenues back to God: THROUGH THE PERSON, 
THROUGH THE HOME, AND THROUGH THE CHURCH. 

I. From the very beginning God has dealt with men individually. 
A large part of the earthly ministry of our Lord was taken up with per¬ 
son to person contact. Our peace from God, our accountability to God, 
is a personal matter. So it is up to each one to see himself as God 
sees him through Christ. Our obligation is to be sure Christ holds the 
preeminent place in our own life. 

II. The American home has undergone one of the most drastic 
changes of any phase of American life. The family altar has been re¬ 
placed with bridge parties. The Bible is usually found covered by 
funny books, murder mysteries, dnd love stories. How can a nation 







which has founded God’s Word stand when it’s young people are em¬ 
barrassed when asked if they have prayer or Bible reading in their home. 
God hasten the day when family devotions are reinstated. 

III. Finally if this Nation is to turn back to God, her churches 
must reconsider their original purpose. When Christ began the church, 
He did not intend it to be the community social hall. The tithes and 
offerings were not to be used to construct dance halls in the basement. 
He did not call pastors to lecture on politics, plays, and novels. No! 
the Church was to provide spiritual food for the saints and the clear 
gospel message to sinners. When the church is made free of the un¬ 
godly men who are turning the grace of God into immorality and dis¬ 
owning the only Lord God and our Lord Jesus Christ, then we will have 
a revival and be in a position to lead our Land of the Free and Home 
of the Brave back into the favor of God. 

Yes, at the turn of the century there is reason for hope. There is 
concern in many circles over the moral conditions of youth. 

The spirit of revival as was seen in the early 1900’s is spreading 
from coast to coast. The Nation as a whole is seeing the futility of 
materialism in its life. 

America can choose one of two things: 

BACK, BACK, BACK to God. 
or 

ON, ON, ON to Destruction!
